NOTE TO THE 90TH CONGRESS 
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POO MUCH GOVERNMENT 


The 90th session of Congress, now under way, 
will be faced with still more demands for increased 
spending even though the last Congress passed 
scores of new laws that add up to high budgets 
and bigger government. 

Rep. George H. Mahon (D.-Tex.) chairman. 
Appropriations Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, stated, “‘We are suffering from some 
legislative indigestion; from too much goyern- 
ment, from too much spending, and from too much 
inflation. 

“We have made small down payments this year 
on some of the newly authorized programs, The 
costs of many of them will increase year by year,” 
Rep. Mahon explained. 

One of them is the Demonstration Cities pro- 
gram in which the Federal government assumes a 
major part in rebuilding blighted areas of cities. 
Che original program covered only about 50 to 60 
cities, or about one to each state. However, it is 
expected that city after city will try to get on the 
bandwagon and demand Federal funds. For exam- 
ple Mayor Lindsay of New York estimates that $50 
billion will be needed in 10 years for New York 
City alone. 

In order for this and other Federal programs 
to keep within reasonable bounds, the public must 
demand rigid control of spending. It is up to grass- 
roots America to urge the members of Congress 
to practice fiscal restraint and to cut Federal spend- 
ing. This is one positive way to squelch the fires 
of inflation—and to make sure that each spending 
dollar goes further.

Industry Helps 
Convicts in 
Joh-Training 


When prisoners are released 
from the Federal Reformatory 
in Petersburg, Va., many will 
have new marketable job skills. 
The institution has been using 
the programmed instruction 
courses developed by E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co. Dr. 
Garland S. Wollard, director of 
education for the Federal Bu- 
reau of Prisons, said the ex- 
perience gained at the Peters- 
burg Reformatory has been so 
encouraging that he planned 
to introduce the du Pont sys- 
tem to the other five Federal 
reformatories as well as two 
Federal penitentiaries. 

The du Pont program en- 
ables a man training to be a 
welder, for example, to finish 
his course in four m . ns 
rather than eight, an automo- 
tive mechanic to finish his 
course in six months rather 
than two years, 

How good were the men par- 
ticipating in the training? du 
Pont data show that about 70 
inmates who finished a total of 
177 courses averaged 89 per 
cent to 91 per cent in the final 
exams. 

A survey by the reformatory 
conducted among 40 inmates 
enrolled in the program showed 
that 25 were placed on work 
release programs, the first step 
back to normal life.

spots and then by late fall 
there were several dead 
areas, 

I had two serious lawn 
diseases, One is ‘‘dollar 
spot’’ and the other is 
‘brown patch.’’ Both can 
be prevented by removing 
clippings from the lawn, 
Sometimes it is necessary 
to spray with a fungicide. 
In fact, I was forced to 
spray mine because the 
diseases had gotten out of 
hand, 

If you have a lawn which 
is growing rapidly, it will 
pay you to use some kind 
of attachment to catch the 
clippings, Fungas diseases 
thrive in dead moist clip- 
pings that have been al- 
lowed to accumulate for 
several years,

If our population re- 
aches the predicted 230 
million by 1975, farmers 
have a big job todo, They 
must produce 16,3 billion 
more pounds of red meat, 
47 billion more pounds of 
milk, 20.7 million more 
tons of fruits and veget- 
ables and 20 billion more 
eggs, points out the U.S, 
Department of Agriculture 
Office of Information, 

To produce needed ad- 
ditional quantities of these 
and other foods, another 
200 million acres of crop- 
land would be required if 
yields remained the same 
as in 1956, 

But we don’t have 200 
million more acres of 
cropland--and we won't 
need them, Yields now are 
much higher than in 1956 
and are steadily in- 
creasing, Rising product- 
ivity and efficiency on 
farms will make it poss- 
ible to feed the 230 mil- 
lion people in 1975 from 
about the same total ac- 
reage used now. 

Today’s farmers are 
applying the soil and water 
conservation measures 
needed to protect land for 
maximum use in 1975 and 
beyond,

beans this year than last

Extension Marketing; 
Specialist Allen Brown 
says the expected large 
crop could mean prices 
will be down, The national 
average in 1966 was $2.77 
a bushel, Experts are pre- 
dicting that prices during 
harvest season will be a- 
round the $2.50 per-bush- 
el loan level, 

Last year, 932 million 
bushels of soybeans were 
harvested in the United 
States. This year’s crop 
is expected to be one bil- 
lion bushels, and that’s a 
lot of beans to flood the 
market at one time, 

Brown says if farmers 
would store their beans 
until spring they could a- 
void the crowded market 
this fall and probably get 
a better price when they 
sell, In the past, soybeans 
have averaged 26 cents a 
bushel higher in the spring 
than in the fall.

A new dam on the Colorado 
River is proposed by a bill 
which will create a new lake 
on which boaters can smoothly 
and safely reach spectacular 
scenery now denied to all but 
a reckless few. Wild and 
muddy rapids now make the 
Colorado River perilous for 
nearly 200 miles between Lake 
Powell and Lake Mead, One 
year 3,594,100 people enjoyed 
Lake Mead, formed by Hoover 
Dam, but only 1,300 travelled 
the untamed river, 


At Lake Powell the recently- 
opened Wahweap Lodge and 
Wahweap Marina near Glen 
Canyon Dam now help thou. 
sands of families to enjoy in 
comfort a trip to Rainbow 
Natural Bridge. For every sin- 
gle mountaineer who once 
Struggled to reach the site, 
hundreds now can see it easily. 


Visitors are welcomed at 
Wahweap by Art Greene. For 
50 years before the dam was 
built he piloted small parties 
of daredevils down the turbu- 
lent stream for dangerous 
thrills, He knows from experi- 
ence whereof he speaks. 

“For every point of interest 
which was covered by waters 
of Lake Powell, 10 more were 
brought into view by the res-

New programs reaching 
thousands of families and 
financed by federal grants 
totaling $384,000 have been 
initiated in Coffee County 
and the two other counties 
in the area 23 Community 
Action Program, director

Schroeder has directed 
the multi-purpose three- 
county agency since last 
February. He directs the 
project for Pike, Bullock 
and Coffee Counties from 
offices located in the Fol- 
mer Building in Troy, 

Schroeder said the pro- 
grams include the original 


conduct and administration 
program of the locally op- 
erated Capboard as well 
as special projects such 
as the rural resources pro- 
gram, emergency family 
loan program, and the Head 
Start program. 

Operating under a grant 
of $33,00 a year, the cen- 
tral staff plans programs 
for the three counties, 
writes applications and 
supervises all projects un- 
der the CAP program, ,The 
CAP program is the loc- 
ally Operated phase of the 
Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity’s anti-poverty pro- 
gram.

ghum, or by planting soy- 
beans in lieu of these feed 
grains, The price-support 
payments are assured no 
matter what disposition is 
made of the crop.
